The McGill Strike Support 
Committee has called a meeting 
of all students to discuss the 
strike of McGill's maintenance 
workers. Representatives of 
the . maintenance workers' 
union, of the support commit- 
tee, and of the McGill . Faculty 
Union will be at the meeting, to 
be held at noon today in front of 
the Union building. All 
students arc urged to attend. 

urday to respect picket lines. 
About 40 MFU members are 
expected on the picket lines to 
hand out an - MFU statement 
supporting the strike. 

Student support is being 
mobilised by a strike support 
commillee. 

The decision to strike was 
ratified at a union meeting 
yesterday. The original decision 
had been taken two. weeks ago. 

"Our union doesn't like strikes." 
Aime Gohier. president of local 298 
of the Service Employees Union 
said at the meeting. "But when we 
sec such an arrogant employer as 
McGill iilurally robbing ' our 
members of several thousands of 
dollars, then we're not going to 
hesitate using our ultimate 
weapon." 

After a half-hour speech. Gohier 
was triumphantly swept out of the 
meeting on the shoulders of the 
jubilant workers. 

Throughout his speech Gohier 
placed a heavy emphasis on the 
importance of-student and faculty 
support. He concluded that the 
McGill administration would not 



be able to hold out for long if the 
workers receive sustained su|)port 
from students and professors. 
McGill's position 

McGill personnel director Paul 
Matthews said in an interview 
yesterday that "as far as the 
university is concerned, it's our 
intention to have the employees 
come into the university and go to 
their jobs in a normal way." 

He said , however, that cleaning 
and mail' services "will not be 
going on," and "the idea of our 
using scab labour or anything like 
that,has,ncyer entered our minds." 

MaliKews said he will be in 
touch with the government 
conciliator in the dispute this 
morning to tell him McGill is ready 



to resume negotiations at any 
time. "I think both parties want to 
settle it." he said. 

Administration pressure 
Unioii spokesmen said the 
administration used every tactic to 
influence the workers towards a 
no-strike decision., > Individual 
letters, coaxing and intimidation of 
workers by supervisors, and 
special administration meetings 
\yith select groups of workers took 
place. 

Matthews said these actions 
were an "acceptable " method in 
negotiations and that they were 
intended to "supplement" inform- 
ation given to the workers by the 
union. 



The issues 



There are several major issues in 
dispute between the McGill admi- 
nistration and the striking mainte- 
nance workers. 

• Wages: The union is seeking 
parity with the University of Mon- 
treal and the University of Quebec 
at Montreal (UQ AM). McGill's Final 
. . offer falls 42 cents to 73 cents short 
of union demands.. 
•Vacations and holidays: The union 
is try ing to catch up with the U of M 
and UQAM.

4 weeks paid vaca- 
tion after 13 years; 
11 statutory holi- 
days, 2 mobile holi- 
days;

McGill hire replacements for those 
sick or on vacation. - 
•Job Security: The union is 
demanding that McGill stop its 
present policy of hiring non union 
security guards, whose number has 
, increased from five in 1966 to 50 
today. These guards, who earn 
minimum wages, are a threat to 
union jobs, and' to the cxistepce of 
the union. McGill has refused to . 
complyi 

• Sick-leave: Under the old sick- 
leave plan, now superseded by a 
new plan, the workers accumulated 
$140,000 in the sick-leave bank. The 
union is demanding that the entire . 
sum bcrcturncd in full, but McGill's 
latest offer provides only for the 
reimbursement of $100,000, and 
only at severance. The workers are 
striking to get back the entire 
sum— in cash— immediately. 
, These points are only a few of the 
mahy i^ues in dispute. Others , 
, include: seniority, shift premiums, 
bbrcavcment and marriage leave, 
definition of the work week, job 
description, grievance procedures, 
medical certincatlon for sick-leave, 
etc., etc. 

McGill has maintained a "hang- 
tough" attitude throughout the 
negotiations, which began when the 
maintenance contract expired last ' 
June.

The McGill Strike Support 
Committee has called on all 
students to join the picket lines set 
up by striking building services 
workers this morning at all major 
entrances to the campus.

IF YOITRE READING this editorial on campus you're breaking a 
strike — the strike of McGUl's maintenance workers. You may think 
that all you're doing is protecting yourself against a teacher's 
wrath or preparing yourself for an exam. You may think that you 
arc neutral. But you are not. 

By crossing picket lines you have taken sides with the adminis- 
tration in their attempt to isolate the workers from the rest of the 
university community. And this is what the administration wants 
you to do. 

^^Ybulniay.ask yourself how you have placed yourself on the side 
^W^Iic^â(ln»irifstration. ' 

By sUying in classes, you are keeping the university open and 
thus prolonging the strike. If the strike drags on, the workers 
could be financially ruined, student supporters could become 
weary of marching on the picket lines, and teachers may no longer 
be able to cancel their classes. The university knows this and is 
counting on these developments. 

By siding with the administration in this strike, you are 
objectively hurting yourself as well. 

The administration is in favour of a long strike, and a long strike 
means that students will fall behind in their work. If you side 
with the workers and increase the pressure on the administration, 
it will be forced into a quick defeat, and university life will return 
to normal. 

If you are sitting in a class now, why don't you ask your profes- 
sor why he has crossed the picket line to teach you today? Start a 
discussion in your class on the same subject 

Many professw^have cancelled their classes, and some are 
marching on the*p{c!iet?^Hnes right now. 

Some professors have taken the half measure of arranging to 
hold classesoff campus while respecting pickets. But the place of 
students and professors is not in a makeshift classroom, but on the 
picket line. So leave your classroom right now. 

Massive student support at the University of Quebec (UQ AM) in 
1970 and at the University of Montreal (U of M) in 1971 resulted in 
the adminstration's buckling, to the workers' demands. 

Boycott your classes. Come and show support for the workers. 
Join them on the picket lines. 

The workers' demands are both just and minimal. But McGill 
stolidly refuses to give in to even these restricted demands. The 
workers, who have endured working conditions and wages far in- 
ferior to those that exist for workers at nearby universities, have 
limited their demands to parity with UQAM and the U tff M. and 
are only trying to catch up to those conditions gradually. 

As for sick-leave benefits, McGill has blatantly stolen money 
from the workers. , , 

The university often claims that a discriminatory grants policy 
of the provincial government limits the benefits it can give to its 
workers. Yet McGill's administration seems to pocket enormous 
salaries themselves, and provincial grants since 1971 have 
increased at a higher rale than have workers' wages. 

More than 90 percent of the buildings and grounds workers at 
^McGill are immigrants. More than a fight for decent wages and 
*'l)cttcr working conditions, though, the immigrant workers' fight is 
one for real parity with local workers. They arc not willing to be 
cheap labour any more. 

The McGill Daily is devoting considerable coverage to the strike. 
Many of our members will be marching on the picket lines. We will 
not be advertising any. on-campus event in our pages. 

We're doing what we can to support the workers. Do what you 
can.

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MFU statement 
of support for strike 



The McGill Faculty Union's 
Executive Committee, meeting in 
emergency session on Saturday, 
October 13, 1973, voted to support 
the strike of the Service 
Employees Union (SBU) at McGill, 
scheduled for Monday morning, 
October 15. We believe that the 
demand of the union for parity in 
wages and other benefits with 
employees of other universities in 
the Montrerai area is justified. We 
believe that their demands for job 
security' and for an equitable 
solution to the disposition of 
money in the sick fund are 
reasonable. 

We therefore urge all persons 
connected with McGill not to cross 
the picket lines that the SEU will 
establish. We urge that classes not 
be held in university buildings. We 
leave to the judgement of faculty 
members and their students what 
alternative arrangements they 
think possible, desirable, and 
feasible in the interim. 

To our colleagues 

We ask yqu;~to;;rcspect the 
request of the SBU that you not 
cross its picket lilies. Even if you 



arc not in full accord with the 
demands of the strikers, you 
should respect their democratic 
right to employ the strike weapon 
in their attempt to bargain with 
management - 

We share your concern that the 
university return to its normal 
functioning as soon as possible. We 
believe that if you respect the 
picket line, this will be the most 
efficacious thinj; you can do to 
facilitate this resumption.

We ask you to respect the 
request of the SEU that you not 
cross its picket- lines. . Wc are 
anxious that classes be resumed in 
a normal way as rapidly as 
possible. Wc believe that you can 
contribute best towards this end 
by respecting the picket line. We 
believe that the university 
administration has no right to 
expect you to enter university 
buildings during a strike. Wc 
recommend that you discuss with 
your fellow students and with your 
professors what provisions you 
think appropriate for the interim.

can't remain neutral. If they keep 
going to classes and try to pretend 
that nothing has changed, they are 
really supporting the administra- 
tion. Instead, classes should not be 
held, and the students should join 
the picket lines." 

The committee has called a mass 
rally for noon today in front of the 
Students' Union building. Repres- 
entatives of the workers' union, of 
the strike support committee, and 
of the McGill Faculty Union will be 
present. : : 

The committee member said 
students shouldn't be intimidated 
by the decision of some professors

Labour's love lost

The. voters of Quebec, both 
Anglophone and Francophone, arc 
becoming increasingly disenchan- 
ted with the Liberal Party and its 
leader— Robert "Bou-Bou" Bouras- 

The nrsTcampaign^poll taken by 
the Centre de Recherche sur 
l'Opinion Publique "showed that 
the Liberals' support was down to 
37 per cent from the 44 per cent it 
obtained in the 1970 election, and 
tht despite the Liberals' attempts 
to panic the population into a mad 
charge to the polls by waving the 
red flag of "separatism", the Parti 
Québécois is now likely to get at 
least 11 per cent of the 
non-Francophone vote. 

But thejijnMtsignificant statistic 
is thc'^i%^lion of undecided 
voters— over;3biperjc£Bnt,:^n^ the 
current political contoxtJTiiif îcrm 
"undecided" can be translated not 
as "apathetic" or "ignorant", but 
as "disgusted" or "fed up with the 
whole electoral system, and with 
the Liberal Party in particular," 
ijd|^mn Dupuis and the Crcditbtcs 
TKaw^been ranting and raving, 
seeking to gain mass iSwpport, 
through a combination of welfare 
and witchhunts. But according to 
the poll, the Credilistes' popular 
support stands at a meagre 9.8 per 
cenU "The people" have refused to 
be taken in by the latest political 
medicine show. The general 
disenchantment with the Liberals 
stems from a number of causes 
including charges of corruption 
and criminal connections, and 
heavy-handed bureaucracy. 
- But the government's heaviest 
liability is the way it has treated 
labour. Until the teachers* declass- 
ification Issue _ became political 



dynamite, the government's treat- 
ment of salaried employees was an 
issue which did not really affect 
most of the Anglophone popula- 
tion. The middle classes, during 
the Common Front strike and the 
May Revolt of 1972. heartily 
approved the government's re- 
pression of the unions. 

But the irrational salary cuts 
and arbitrary treatment meted out 
to the teachers by the Quebec cdu- 
' cational bureaucracy aroused the 
ire not only of the working class 
who sympathized with the 
teachers as workers, but of the 
solid burghers of Westmount and 
Cote SU Luc, who sympathized 
with them as "professional 
people". , 

In April 1970 the Liberals used 
the threat to the economy posed 
by "separatism" (illustrated by a 
phony exodus of Brink's trucks) 
to browbeat the population, 
particularly the Anglophones, into 
voting for them. In October 1970 
they bolstered their "leadership" 
image by *;hanging tough^during 
the "apprehended insùiréclîon". 
In May 1972 they again sought to 
create an atmosphere of panic, this 
time against the unions.Now, for 
the election campaign, Bourassa is 
' again trying to invoke that mood 
of panic which has always served 
the Liberals so well But this time 
it is not working. 

The SUr and the Gazette, 
conndent that the Liberals will be 
returned, even though their 
majority will probably be reduced, 
have . gently criticized the 
Premier's attacks on labour as "un- 
construclivo". The Star's cartoon- 
ist has even depicted BourasSa in a 
pose normally reserved for 
Creditistes and other fanatics- 
jumping up and down, foaming at 
the mouth. 



An embarrassed Labour Minist- 
er Jean Cournoyer, worried about 
his relations with the unions he 
would "have to negotiate with',' has 
been forced to admit that he is 
becoming "increasingly uncomfor- 
table about the way this election 
campaign is going in connection 
with my ministry." Cournoyer's 
statement, • however, has not 
earned him any praise from the 
unions, who are not likely to forget 
that. . it . - was Cournoyer who 
ihtrmlàccd all the repressive 
labour legislation for which the 
Bourassa government has become 
notorious, the CNTU promptly 
labelled him a "hypocrite". 

Bourassa has heaped abuse on 
the union leaders. He has warned 
the labour movement to "mind its 
own busincss^and \"keep put of 
politira". 'And He has promised to 
implement repressive legislation 
to "protect the public welfare" and 
keep the unions "in line". But he 
has claimed that on election day 
the rank-and-file workers* will 
support him. Tht prospect, never 
very likely, is increasingly, dim in 
the light of the poll. 

None of the unions has come out 
in support of any political party. 
This is not surprising, since three 
of the parties are clearly 
anti-labour, while the fourth, the 
Parti Québécois, is so frantically 
chasing tbe middle class vote that 
it has rarely been more than 
lukewarm in its support of the 
workers. But the unions are 
agreed on which parlies they are 
not going to support, and the 
Liberals lop the enemies list. 

FRAP, which ran candidates in 
the Montreal civic elections in 
1970, has issued a six-point 
manifesto, acceptance of which by 
a candidate will be the condition 
for working-class support. The 



manifesto demands that compan- 
ies be forced lo slop all production 
during strikes, that the use of 
scabs and "sj}ccial" policemen be 
prohibited, that no injunctions be 
used in labour conflicts, that there 
be no limit on the right to strike, 
that the right to organize unions 
be recognized not only at the plant 
level, but also on the sectorial level 
and that company books be open to 
unions. 

The most notorious anti-worker 
action by the Bourassa govern- 
ment was the repression of the 
Common Front in May 1972, when 
it imposed heavy fines on unions 
that deHed its back-to-work legis- 
lation, and one-year jail sentences 
on the three top union leaders, 
along with shorter sentenceMlater 
suspended) on more than twenty 
rank-and-file union members. The 
jailings were very unpopular in 
Quebec, among virtually all 
sectors of the population, to a 
greater or lesser degree, and 
particularly among the working 
class. 

Even ' people who did not 
support the Common Front and 
who wanted the strike ended 
thought that the sentences were 
too severe, and a whopping forty 
per cent of the population told 
pollsters that the sentences were 
not independently determined by 
the judge, but were dictated by 
the politicians. And on May Day, 
1973. more than 40.000 workers 
demonstrated throughout Quebec, 
demanding the release of the 
leaders. 

The hand-ln-glove alliance be- 
tween government and courts 
against workers has been a 
constant feature in Quebec 
throughout history. Whenever an 
employer has asked a judge for an 
injunction in a labour dispute, it 



has been granted, with only one 
exception, despite the immense 
number of requests for injunctions 
of this kind. The Bourassa regime 
has merely continued a long and 
time-honoured tradition. 

There were two main reasons 
for the ferocious resistance of the 
government to the demands of the 
Common Front strikers. One was a 
genuine panic at their militancy 
and unprecedented solidarity. The 
other was the pressure of 
Bourassa's real electors— the 
nnancicrs and industrialists. 

The demand of the public 
service strikers for a minimum 
wage of $100 a week, was 
anathema to the employers in the 
private sector, and hence to the 
government They feared that if - 
the government introduced a 
decent minimum wage for its 
employees, it would inevitably 
force up wages in the private 
sector where many non-unionized 
workers were earning very low 
pay. 

The Common Front still manag- 
ed to gets it $100 a week minimum 
wage. But the government was 
determined that such a threat to 
its power should never happen 
again. It introduced Bill 89, a 
"bludgeon law" which, if passed, 
would effectively end the right to 
strike, not only in the public 
sector^ut in the private sector, 
bylilowJng the government to 
arbitrarily impose a settlement in 
a strike where an undefined 
"welfare of the population" was at 
stake. 

Bill 89 and the jailings should 
more than counterbalance, in the 
minds of working-class voters, a 
half hearted concession by Courn- 
oyer after the occupation of his 
office, that he would ban the use of 
strike-breakers by companies.

men on Konnard. Now with the 
stronger, though two-inch shorter 
, Ptredy, smothcrîng KennanI will 
he impossible. But Pcredy himself 
saysTuretsky h.ns the credentials. 
He cited as an example the big 
man's work against Loyola last 
year In an exhibition match 
between Vermont (his team at the 
time) and the Warriors. Matched 
against Loyola stars Slu Lafram- 
boise and Fred Moczulski, Peredy 
scored 27 points, pulled down 21 
rebounds, and blocked seven or 
eight shots, while leading Vermont 
to an easy- victory. Laframboise, 
meanwhile, was held to three 
points. 

And what of team weak- 
nesses? "Right now we arc 
concentrating very hard on team 
defence.
